In accordance with a call issued by a commit- 
tee appointed by a meeting held at Piqua, Ohio, 
June 6th, 1869, at which were represented the 
Irish benevolent socteties to send delegates to a 
convention of similar societies of Dayten, Ohio, 
Richmodd, Indiana; and Piqua, Ohio, inviting 
all Irish benevolent societias to be held at 


Davton, Ohio, August 16th, 1800, to take initiative 


steps to secure a more perfect union amongst 
them, a good attendance of delegates aasembied 
at Munday & Sayder's hall on Monday, at 2 
o'clock v. u. The Hon. Judge Dwyer, of Dayton, 
presided on the occasion, and was. unanimously 
elected chairman, and in his address showed 
very plainly the great necessity of having a union 
of the various benevolent societies to which his 
countrymen belonged, in order that they might 
become more closely united, one to another, and 
that all differences of opinion might in future be 
unknown to them, and that they might attain to 
the exercise of that influence to which their 
worth and numbers entitled them in this the 
land of their adoption, A land that mot only has 
served as an asylum to the oppressed*of one 
race, but to all that has come to her shores, 

There were represented on the occasion 
eighteen societies from various portions of the 
United States. During the day the following 
delegates arrived to take part in the convention: 
J. Louis Brady, Patrick Shea and T. J. McMan- 
non, of Louisville, and Thos. M. Tallon, of Cin- 
cinnati. 

Dr. Conway was called upon to address the 

delegates, and stated that the object of the 
meeting was not fora day nor a year, but for 
centuries to come, inasmuch as it would benefit 
their children in after years; that wherever they 
might travel they would be properly attended to 
in case they would need aid. 

On the second day the convention was called 
to order at 10 o'clock 4. u., Tuesaday, August 17, 
1868, with Judge Dwyer in the chair. 

On motion, the convention proceeded to cast 
votes for officers, which resulted in the election 
of Hon. Judge Dwyer for Presivent and Joha J, 
Harrington as Secretary. 

The second annual m of the organization 
took piace, in Cincinnati, on the 19th and th of 
October, 1870, with Hon. Judge Duyer, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, in the chair, and Mr. J. Lewis Brady, 
of Louisville, as Viee President. There were 
seventy delegates present, which was an increase 
of fifty-two over the previous year, and which 
goes to show that the organization bad already 
taken deep root. 

Mr. Patrick Bannon, of Louisville, was called 
upon to address the convention, and spoke in 
very warm terms of the necessity of such an 
Union, as it waa, in every respect, calculated to 
ennobie the Irish race, 

The Rev. James Henry, of St. Louis, expressed 

himself as being in favor of the Union, and hoped 
the matter would be pushed through with all 
energy. 
The Rev. R. J. Hayes, of St. Louis, spoke in 
eloquent terms, and showed how other national- 
ities had such organizations, but that the Irish 
race Were destitute of anything of the kind, He 
remarked that the Irish were an anomoly among 
the people of the earth. The Most Rev. Arch- 
bishop Purcell was called upon, and stated there 
was nothing nearer or dearer to his heart than 
to see the Irish Catholic respected, self-respect- 
ing, hopored and eminently useful as a citizen 
of these United States. He often regretted that 
Irish Catholica did not take that position in so- 
ciety to which he considered them eminently 
entitled and which he regarded them as emi- 
nently capable of sustaining. He referred to 
the example of the German Catholics, who had 
many advantages which the Irish should have, 
and he belle, d they were indebted largely for 
their prosperity to the influence of their assovi- 
ations in promoting unity and concord. 

On Thursday morning, October th, the con- 
vention reassembled, and was called to order by 
Viee President J. Louis Brady, in the absence of 
the President, who had been obliged to go home. 

After several resolutions tending to promote 
the growth of the organization, it was finally 
agreed that the next convention would be held 
at Louisville, on October 11th, 1871. 

We only hope that the delegates that will as 
semble in our city in October in behalf of such a 
grand enterprise, will meet with a cofdial recep- 
tiou at the hands of our citigens, and we feel 
eonfident that our Irish fellow-citizens will take 
advantage of the opportunity afforded them on 
that occasion of ennobling their race and be- 
coming in every respect useful members of the 
country of their adoption.

In answer to the interrogations con- 
cerning the supposed havoc made by Maj. 
ANDERSON’s guns during the attack on 
Fort Sumter, the General says that not a 
man was killed during the engagement, 
and that the only casualties were the 
wounding of three or four men by sand- 
bags which were knocked from the para- 
pets by Major ANDERsoN’s columbiads.

A cable dispatch bas announced the 
death of aman who had at one time a pre- 
dominant influence on the politics of one 
of the larger countries of Europe. We re- 
fer to GonzaLtes BRAVO MuRIL10, the 
Spanish statesman, who died in very hum- 
ble circumstances on the last day of the 
preceding week in the French village of 
Biarritz, as neglected and forgotten as he 
had been in his day honored and courted. 
It is most refreshing in these times of offi- 
cial corruption and pillage to meet with a 
man who did not use his almost absolute 
power over the destinies of a nation for his 
Own personal profit, particularly in a country 
which bears the worst possible name in 
this regard. The fact that the former 
prime minister of Spain died a poor man 
will go far to exeuse many of his other 
faults, and many of his former enemies, 
when they hear of his death, will doubtless 
exclaim: Regwtescat/ 

GONZALES Bravo MURILLO was born in 


— RS 


the province of Badayaz, in Spain, in 
1803. His parents had originally destined 
him for the clerical profession, and he 
studied in some of the most noted semi- 
naries in Spain. But this pursuit soon be- 
came distasteful to him, and so he turned 
his attention to law, and became a barris- 
ter. Finding, however, little encourage- 
ment in this new calling, he returned to 
the university and studied philosophy, in 
which branch of learning he was so suc- 
cessful that he was soon after called to a 
chair in the University of Sevilla. But 
even here he did not rest satisfied. He 
abandoned the chair of the professor nee 
more for the bar, and this time Wi... so 
much success that he became one of the 
most noted lawyers of Spain. 

Svon afterwards he devoted himself to 
politics, aud in 1387 he was first elected to 
a seat in the Spanish Cortes. From that 
date he took an active part in Spanish pol- 
itics, and held the post of minister of jus- 
tice as wellas of commerce and finances 
repeatedly, until 1851, when he was made 
prime minister at the resignation of Nar- 
var. From that date he always played a 
prominent figure in the public affairs of 
the peninsula, filling many offices of honor 
and trust; but his chief title to remem- 
brance in history is the part he bere in 
the last Spanish revolution, which ended 
in the dethronement of Queen ISABELLA 
and the destruction of that dynasty of 
Spanish Bourbons which were placed on 
the throne of Spain by the terrible war 
of the Spanish succession. 

About three years ago (September 19, 
1808), Admiral ToreTe raised in the city 
of Cadiz the banner of insurrection 
against the dissolute Queen who then 
ruled over Spain; but, in order to give a 
correct idea of the state of affairs in that 
country at that time, we mast go back a 
liitle further. In the first part of the 
year 1868 comparative calm reigned in 
Spain, but it was only like a slumbering 
volcano ready to burst forth into open in- 
surrectton at the smallest provocation. 
The government, then in the hands of the 
indomitable NARVABZ, was well aware of 
this, and bence the utmost severity was 
exercised by this faithful but unscrupulous 
defender of royalty. As long as he re- 
mained at the head of affairs things were 
running comparatively smoothly; but on 
the 23d of April the Marshal died sudden- 
ly, and strong suspicions were entertained 
that he had been foully dealt with. This 
changed the state of affairs all on a sud- 
den for the worse, and everybody expected 
ay immediate outbreak. Under these in- 
auspicious circumstances GONZALES BRAVO 
MURILLO was called to the head of affairs. 
With one bold coup he delayed the out- 
break of the revolution which was ready to 
burst forth, by having a number of the 
most prominent generals arrested, for, un- 
like the revolutionists of other countries, 
the greater part of the disaffected persons 
were in the army. Among the arrested 
persons were SERRANO and Dock (Prov 
being under sentence of death and an 
exile). Without judge or jury, he had them 
sent to the Canary Islands, and the fnsur- 
gents, deprived of. their leaders, were 
be fled for the time being. 

This dauntless course placed him at 
once high in the favor of Queen IsaBELLA, 
particularly as the man who was so ener- 
getic to her foes showed himself so pliable 
to her caprices. MURILLO now published 
his programme, which was of the most 
absolute and ultramontane cbaracter. It 
was the kingdom hy the grace of Gop, the 

absolute power of the monarch and the 
complete authority of the orthodox Catholic 
Church, which he represented, and it met 
with the complete approval of the Queen. 
IsABELLA now reigned as absolute as the 
Czar or the Grand Turk, and not the 
slighest regard was pald to those articles 
in the Spanish constitution which imposed 
limits on the royal authority. Her hus- 
band, her sister and her brother-in-law 
were bantshed from court, and che led a 
dissolute and scandalous life among her 
many favorites and varamours. Her own 
country was neglected, and all the efforts 
of the court were directed toward Roman

ISABELLA’s 8 exercised ian n 
absolute influence over the debauched 
ignorant Queen. They induced her to rob 
ber impoverished country of 
sums, which flowed into the coffers of the 
Pope, and they even went 80 tar ente 
move ISARELLA to an offer to replace the 
French garrison in Rome by Spanish 
troops. In order to bring about this 
change, Isanerza solicited an interview 
with NON III., but the latter gave 
only evasive answers. 

The people grumbled at this shameless 
and séandalous state of affairs, and were 
ahnost erushed by taxes made n by 
these insane and indefensible expenditures.: 
They turned with 1} from the hor- 
rible corruption “of a court which tried to 
rival that of the famous’ CarHARIX II., 
of Russia, in barefaced licentiousness, 
without any of its redeeming qualities. 
The amours of the Queen and her secre- 
tary, Marronr, were discussed in the pub- 
lic journals, and it almost seemed as 
though every nerve had been strained in 
order to bring about a revolution. The 
character of MULL o was in singular con- 
trast with the government at whose head 
be stood. Plain, of the most austere mor- 
als and of the most enlightened religious 
views, he was nevertheless the representa- 
tive of the most corrupt court in Europe, 
and a mere tool of the Jesuits. His meas- 
ures were all to increase the 
popular 3 only the harshest 
severity could postpone an outbreak. At 
length NaPol zon granted an interview to 
IsaBELBA, and the lascivious Queen, ac- 
companied by all her corrupt and de- 
bauched court, set out to meet him in the 
beginning of September. She was never 
to return to Madrid, for the army and navy 
seized this opportunity to get rid of the 
shameful yoke 

On the 19th of September Admiral To- 
PETE and all the rest of the navy declared 
themselves against the Queen, and almost 
all the army soon joined his cause, Only 
one general remained faithful to the 
Queen, General NovALIcHeEz, and he and 


mis troops gave battle to the insurgents at 


Arcolea, near Cordova, but were beaten, 
and soon the revolution in Spain became 
an accomplished fact, and a triumvirate 
was formed under SERRANO, Prox and 
OLOZAGA. 

GonzaLEz Bravo Monntro fied from 
Madrid at the very beginaing of the insur- 
rection his insane measures had done so 
much to bring about and retired to France. 
There he has lived ever since then ina 
very unpretending manner, and has died 
without attracting much attention. How- 
ever much we may condemn his policy, 
we must honor him as an incorruptible, 
unselfish man, and this is something so 
rare in these times that we feel like pardon- 
ing many crimes for the sake of the one 
virtue.

Exciting Demonstrations at the Great 
orthwestern Fair.

At 11 o’clock * was announced to Mr. Gree- 
ley that the audience were ready for his ad- 

ress. An open carriage had been placed in 
the quarter-strete h, in front of the grand 
stand, for a rostrum, a big shoc-box was 
erected on the front scat, and the speaker was 
to stand in the after part of the carriage.

We have not 
been burned of late and know nothing of its ac 
curacy, but it will do no harm to try it.
